I advocate toe groat na- 
tional projects—a nine-foot deep all 
the year arcaad channel for tbe Ohio 
river from Pittsburg to Cairo, the 
Mississippi river project and the Mis- 
souri river project. The benefits to 
be derived from these great improve- 
ments are national, not sectional.
